Mr. Davis, though distrusting the animus of the
appointing power in the Important duty of filing
tge offioes of Judges of the supreme Court of the
United States, was willlng te leave o the President
that unrestricted constitutionnl discretion which he

ropossd of muking his nomination from any por-
Plou of the country. He belleved It was wot com-
potent for Congress to restrict the President fn this
partionlar or in relution to mominations for forelgn
embusaler,

An Ism of the Seasen.

Numerous Litle ltems occur ln New York
which never flud their way Into the papera for
the slmple reason that s reporter don't happen
to be on the spot. Listen Lo one which is one
of the most characteriatic of the geason, and
extremely New Yorklish, At about 1lo'clock last
night might be seen In a University Place car a
curlous spectacle. It conslsted of thres chil-
dren—a girl and two boys.
